speed records on their Lines, writes a 
correspondent of the New York Sun,.. They 
willingly. admit thoy have no long-distanco, 
trains like the New York-Chicago limited 
trains of the Pennsylvanin and Now York 
Central, but they bonat that they operate a 
greater number of fast trains ab o greater 
apood than the American railroads,’ Tho 
fastest non-stop run in England is between, 
Darlington and York, The North-oastern 
rilroad does this 44} milo run at s. speed 
of 61.7 milegan hour. ‘The Great Central's 
expressex cover the 224 iniles between 
Leicester and Nottingham ‘at the rate of 
613 miled an hour, The next best run is 
the Caledenian Railrond’s express, which 
covers the 824 miles from Forfar to Perth ab 
60.9 miles an hour. The Great Western 
Railroad has'some'remarkably fast trains,
